On  Saturday,  April  1,  the  Old  Hammondtown 
Elementary  School  Concert  Band  under  the  direction  of  Stan 
Ellis,  attended  its  tenth  straight  MICCA  (Massachusetts 
Instrumental  And  Choral  Conductors  Association) 
competition  at  Foxboro  High  School.  OHS  came  away  with 
its  sixth  gold  medal  in  a  row  and  as  a  reward  for  that  medal 
the  band  has  earned  a  chance  to  play  at  Ozawa  Hall  at 
Tanglewood  in  Lennox,  MA  on  Sunday  May  7. 

Performing  three  pieces  of  music  —  "The  Black  Hawk 
March,"  "Soldier's  Procession,"  and  "Ancient  Irish  Hymn" 
—  OHS  was  the  only  elementary  band  to  compete  at  the 
MICCA  festival.  All  the  other  bands  were  primarily  junior 
high  school  and  high  school  organizations.  MICCA  holds 
the  competitions  for  several  hundred  concert  bands  and 
choirs  in  five  different  locations  on  three  separate  days  and 
gold  medalist  groups  get  a  chance  to  perform  at  Symphony 
Hall  in  Boston  or  at  Ozawa  Hall  at  Tanglewood. 

"We  chose  the  Tanglewood  location  simply  because  of 
the  timing,"  explained  Mr.  Ellis.  "The  Symphony  Hall  date 
was  the  Saturday  of  April  vacation  and  a  lot  of  children 
would  be  away," 

"I  like  the  MICCA  competitions  because  it  gives  the 
children  a  chance  to  see  what  competition  is  like  without 
being  a  winner-take-all  situation,"  Mr.  Ellis  said.  "The 
children  are  only  being  judged  on  how  well  they  play  their 
own  music  and  are  not  judged  against  other  bands.  I  believe 
it  is  very  important  for  children  at  this  age  to  learn 
responsibility  and  accountability  without  the  unnecessary 
pressure  of  a  one,  two,  three  situation.  The  judging  is  fair 
and  you  may  have  several  different  groups  taking  home 
the  same  medal. 

"At  the  junior  high  and  high  school  level,  head  to  head 
competition  is  fine.  I  also  get  judged  on  how  well  I  rehearsed 
the  band  and  how  appropriate  the  music  is  for  the  band 
and  that  is  always  interesting  to  me.  It  often  effects  how  I 
teach  the  band  the  rest  of  the  year  and  always  in  a  positive 
fashion." 

The  Old  Hammondtown  School  Band  will  take  the  stage 
at  Tanglewood  on  May  7  at  11:20  am.  The  same  three 
performance  pieces  will  be  played.

Chairman  Schaefer  reiminded  everyone  that  next 
week  is  Marion's  Annual  Town  Meeting  which  will  be 
held  in  the  Fireman's  Performing  Arts  Center  of  Tabor 
Academy  on  Monday,  April  24  beginning  at  6:45  pm. 
Copies  of  the  warrant  and  the  Annual  Town  Report  are 
now  available  at  the  Marion  Town  House. 

The  Department  of  Environmental  Management

Police  Chief  Miller  was  asked  by  the  board  as 
well  as  Sugar  Shack  owner  John  Sares  to  compile 
information  and  a  study  on  the  measurment  of  decibels 
(dB)  to  determine  a  limit  to  be  set  on  the  license  if  it  were 
to  be  granted. 

Chief  Miller  provided  the  board  and  those  in 
attendance  with  a  detailed  study  he  had  found  through 
research  detailing  examples  of  decibel  (dB)  levels  stating 
that  a  car  registers  approximately  70  dB,  a  motorcycle  is 
90  dB,  busy  traffic  ranges  in  the  70s  and  other  common 
analogies  such  as  vacuum  cleaners  which  range  at  70  dB, 
a  mixer  at  70  dB,  noisy  restaurant  is  80  dB,  an  alarm  clock 
is  80  dB,  and  a  screaming  child  is  estimated  to  be  90  dB. 

Chief  Miller  reported  that  after  conducting  his 
own  traffic  study  and  noise  level  study  at  the  Sugar  Shack 
with  his  own  decibel  meter,  he  determined  the  passing

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traffic  to  be  in  the  range  of  70  to  75  dB's  at  approximately 
10:00  am  last  Friday. 

While  inside  the  Sugar  Shack,  Chief  Miller  had 
Mr.  Sares  turn  up  the  stereo  "to  a  limit  where  no  one 
would  want  to  have  coffee  to  ...  it  was  unbearable  with 
the  doors  closed  —  no  sound  could  be  heard  ouside  of  the 
building,"  reported  Chief  Miller.  Inside  the  decibels 
measured  between  80  and  85  dB's  with  the  stereo  at  its 
highest  level. 

The  board  determined  that  it  was  necessary  to 
take  both  the  concerns  of  noise  and  traffic  from  concerned 
residents  —  as  well  as  the  fairness  of  allowing  Mr.  Sares  to 
opperate  his  business  within  the  means  of  guidelines 
presented  —  into  consideration  when  making  this 
decision. 

After  lengthy  discussion  between  all  three 
members  of  the  board,  with  interjection  from  Chief  Miller 
and  Mr.  Sares,  the  board  agreed  to  grant  the 
entertainment  license  to  the  Sugar  Shack  with  stipulations 
that  will  set  the  future  framework  for  other  similar 
applications,  limiting  the  Sugar  Shack  to  its  current  hours 
of  operation  from  10:00  am  to  11:00  pm,  a  maximun  of  84 
dB's  not  to  exceed  within  75  feet  of  any  perimeter  around 
the  building,  from  the  playing  of  a  radio,  jukebox, 
amplifier,  instruments  and  vocal  music  with  no  more  than 
four  players  at  a  time.  The  terms  of  the  license  will  be 
effective  until  December  31,  2000  —  at  which  time  a 
reapplication  will  be  necessary. 

At  7:40  pm  the  board  met  with  Town  Clerk/ 
Treasurer/Tax  Collector  Debra  M.  Blanchette  for  the 
signing  of  notes  before  unanimously  voting  to  adjourn  for 
the  evening  at  7:45  pm.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  April  17  at  6:00 
pm  by  Chairman  Richard  Cutler.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Naida  Parker,  Selectman  Patricia  Ryan,  Town 
Administrator  James  Huntoon,  and  Administrative 
Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

The  Selectmen  discussed  reorganizing  the  board, 
but  agreed  to  hold  this  issue  until  next  week's  meeting. 
Instead,  the  unanimously  voted  to  approve  the  minutes  of 
the  April  10  meeting,  along  with  the  minutes  of  the 
regular  and  Executive  Session  held  on  March  30.  The

board  was  reminded  that  they  have  a  scheduled  meeting 
with  the  Planning  Board  on  April  25  to  discuss  a  proposed 
"Building  Cap"  in  town. 

Chairman  Cutler  also  announced  that  he  received 
a  phone  call  from  Senator  Marc  Pacheco  advising  that  the 
town  had  been  awarded  a  $75,000  matching  grant  to 
purchase  property  on  Rounseville  Road  —  a  move  he 
described  as  "very  good  news"  for  Rochester. 

The  board  then  unanimously  voted  to  sign  and 
approve  payment  of  $52,500  to  the  architectural  firm  of 
Dyer/Brown  for  design  plans  on  the  Police/ 
Communications  Building,  and  also  unanimously 
approved  a  Loan  Resolution  for  the  Police/ 
Communications  Building  in  the  amount  of  $1,050  million 
for  the  pending  project. 

Under  the  Town  Administrator's  report,  Mr. 
Huntoon  said  that  he  will  be  selecting  one  of  two  firms  to 
proceed  with  establishing  a  Compensation  Plan  for  town 
employees.  Mr.  Huntoon  is  waiting  on  further 
information  from  one  group  based  in  Massachusetts  and 
is  also  considering  the  Massachusetts  Municipal 
Association  (MMA).  "I'd  like  to  have  (the  Compensation 
Plan)  ready  for  May  19  so  we  can  vote  on  it  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,"  Mr.  Huntoon  said.  "I'll  make  a 
recommendation  ...  next  Monday." 

Mr.  Huntoon  informed  the  board  that  they 
recently  signed  the  paperwork  for  a  Farmer's  Loan  Group 
loan  which  was  spearheaded  and  organized  by  Town 
Treasurer  John  Hall.  The  board  asked  that  a  letter  of 
appreciation  be  drafted  and  put  in  Mr.  Hall's  file  for  his 
efforts. 

Lastly,  Mr.  Huntoon  noted  that  he  has  submitted 
preliminary  job  descriptions  to  all  town  employees  and 
department  heads,  asking  them  to  supplement  these 
descriptions  as  needed.  This  information  will  be  used  to 
set  the  aforementioned  Compensation  Plan  and  will  be

Under  incoming  correspondence,  the  board 
received  a  letter  from  State  Representative  William  Straus 
advising  that  the  state  Department  of  Environmental 
Management  (DEM)  has  approved  the  use  of  funds 
returned  from  the  Dam  Project  for  the  purchase  of  a  fish 
counter  for  local  herring.

Police  Chief  Walter  Denham  sent  a  copy  of  his 
posted  memo  to  department  members  advising  that 
starting  August  12  vacation  time  may  not  be  taken  in 
order  to  provide  adequate  coverage  during  the  town's 
week-long  Millennium  Celebration.

Selectman  Ryan  suggested  that  the  Planning 
Board  be  asked  at  their  next  meeting  to  provide  their 
input  and  recommendations  as  to  what  they  are  looking 
for  in  a  Town  Planner.  Mr.  Huntoon  said  he  would  send 
them  a  memo  prior  to  their  upcoming  April  25  meeting.

After  recessing  briefly  at  6:45  pm,  the  board 
reconvened  at  7:00  pm  and  then  unanimously  voted  to  go 
into  Executive  Session  to  consider  two  grievances  filed  by 
the  Rochester  Police  Brotherhood  with  regards  to  filling 
certain  shifts.  The  members  of  the  police  union  requested 
the  matter  be  discussed  in  Executive  Session  as  part  of  the 
Collective  Bargaining  process. 

Upon  returning  to  Open  Session  at  7:50  pm,  the 
board  commenced  a  hearing  with  residents  who  live  off 
North  Avenue  and  who  share  a  common  driveway  which 
is  causing  some  confusion  in  terms  of  locating  individual 
homes.  The  three  residences  are  randomly  numbered  180, 
152  and  156  North  Avenue  and  Chairman  Cutler  said  this 
may  cause  serious  problems  for  police  and  fire  personnel. 


"We  have  skinny  little  strips  of  land  (off)  North  Avenue 
which  have  been  declared  a  'common  driveway,'"  he  said. 
"They  usually  base  the  address  on  the  driveway  ...  which 
has  frontage  onto  the  property." 

Thomas  and  Sandra  Cullen  of  180  North  Avenue 
wanted  to  know  what  could  be  done.  "The  Building 
Inspector  wanted  to  make  (my  land)  a  common 
driveway,"  Mr.  Cullen  said.  "It  passed  before  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  but  the  naming  process  was  left  up  in  the  air." 

Chairman  Cutler  advised  that  they  first  need  to 
come  up  with  a  reasonable  name  for  the  common 
driveway  and  then  need  to  renumber  the  homes  so  they 
are  in  order  and  easy  to  locate.

What  are  heartworms? 

Heartworms  are  actual  foot  long  worms  that  develop 

in  the  hearts  and  arteries  of  the  lungs  of  dogs  as  well 

as  cats  and  ferrets. 

How  are  they  spread? 

Mosquitos  spread  heartworms  from  infected  dogs  to 

other  dogs  by  transmitting  larva  found  in  the  blood 

called  microfilaria. 

Are  heartworms  serious? 

Unfortunately  yes.  They  impair  the  function  of  the 

heart  and  lungs  and  may  kill  the  dog  if  they  are  not 

treated. 

How  can  they  be  prevented? 

Your  veterinarian  will  check  for  heartworms  with  a 

blood  test  and  then  place  your  dog  on  a  daily  or 

monthly  medicine  that  will  kill  the  microfilaria  that 

were  injected  into  your  dog  by  a  mosquito.

American  Psycho  arrives 
on  movie  screens  as  a  brilliant 
second  draft— the  work  of  art 
that  Bret  Easton  Ellis' 
notorious  novel  should  have 
been.  Even  those  of  us 
prepared  to  give  Ellis  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt  were 
appalled  by  such  passages  as 
the  following  (warning:  do  not 
read  the  next  sentence  if  you 
are  easily  offended): 

"It  was  cool  this  morning  but  seems 
warmer  after  I  leave  the  office  and  I'm  wearing 
a  six-button  double-breasted  chalk- striped 
suit  by  Ralph  Lauren  with  a  spread-collar 
pencil-striped  Sea  Island  cotton  shirt  with 
French  cuffs,  also  by  Polo,  and  I  remove  the 
clothes,  gratefully,  in  the  air-conditioned 
locker  room,  then  slip  into  a  pair  of  crow- 
black  cotton  and  Lycra  shorts  with  a  white 
waistband  and  side  stripes  and  a  cotton  and 
Lycra  tank  top,  both  by  Wilkes,  which  can  be 
folded  so  tightly  that  I  can  actually  carry  them 
in  my  briefcase."  Truly  the  stuff  ofnightmares. 

Ellis'  real  downfall  was  that  he  envisioned 
a  sprawling,  Dostoyevskian  architecture  but 
lacked  the  skill  to  draft  it;  he  is  a  serious 
novelist  but  a  terrible,  monotonous  stylist. 
Mary  Harron,  who  directed  the  adaptation, 
deftly  takes  over;  she  tidies  up  Ellis'  blueprint, 
builds  the  house,  and  makes  herself  right  at 
home.  The  script,  which  Harron  cowrote  with 
Guinevere  Turner,  couldn't  be  more  succinct 
—  it  hums  right  along,  from  one  thing  to  the 
next.  An  axe  murder  that  takes  Ems  217 
dawdling  pages  to  get  around  to,  for  instance, 
appears  a  brisk  half  hour  into  the  film. 

That  axe  murder,  along  with  the  very  few 
other  slayings  that  survived  the  book-film 
odyssey,  occurs  safely  offscreen;  Harron's 
film  isn't  about  gory  special  effects,  but  about 
the  rage  and  contempt  that  fuel  murder  (and, 
not  coincidentally,  the  corporate  world).  The 
slowly  fragmenting  protagonist,  Patrick 
Bateman  (Christian  Bale),  may  voice  his  desire 
to  stab  a  woman  to  death  and  play  with  her 
blood,  but  we  don't  have  to  look  at  him  doing 


it.  When  Patrick,  a 
corporate  Jekyll  by  day  and 
a  rabid  Hyde  by  night, 
invites  a  pair  of  prostitutes 
to  his  ritzy  apartment  and 
does  unspeakable  things 
to  them  with  a  coathanger, 
the  episode  is  left  to  our 
busy  imaginations  (which 
conjure  up  greater  horrors 
than  a  film  is  allowed  to 
show). 

Christian  Bale,  a 
Welsh  actor  best  known 
here  for  his  childhood 
performance  in  Empire  of 
the  Sun,  affects  a  hilariously 
smarmy  American  drawl 
that's  part  Casey  Kasem, 
<M  part  Rod  Serling.  Having 
the  time  of  his  life  every  second  of  the  way, 
Bale  grabs  onto  this  largely  hollow  role  and 
pumps  it  with  all  the  diabolical  charisma  it 
can  hold.  Nature  has  also  gifted  Bale  with  an 
amusing  little  V-shaped  crease  that  bisects 
his  brow  whenever  someone  pops  Patrick's 
bubble  of  superiority.  When  a  colleague  dares 
to  have  a  more  elegant  business  card  than 
Patrick's,  out  comes  the  V-crease;  the  axe 
soon  follows.  Harron  has  recast  American 
Psycho  as  a  comedy  about  the  fragility  of 
masculinity,  and  Bale  cheerfully  plays  the 
sap  for  her. 

Following  Ellis'  ambiguous  narrative, 
Harron  steers  the  audience  through  some 
eleventh-hour  curves,  and  in  one  instance  the 
ravishing  set  design  works  against  her:  the 
sameness  of  the  yuppie  apartments  is  so 
satirically  thorough  that  those  who  haven't 
read  the  book  in  a  while  (or  at  ail)  may  be 
confused  by  a  key  scene  involving  a  borrowed 
apartment  and  a  real-estate  broker.  Patrick 
may  come  apart,  but  Harron  holds  things 
together;  like  Ellis,  she  toys  with  the  wishful 
theory  that  Patrick's  atrocities  may  all  be 
imaginary  —  the  foul  whimsies  of  a  bored 
yuppie — and  when  Patrick's  secretary  (Chloe 
Sevigny)  discovers  his  notebook  filled  with 
feral  doodles  of  torture  and  murder  it's  almost 
Harron's  way  of  sneaking  in  the  book'sgallery 
of  horrors  through  a  side  door.  But  in  the  end, 
as  in  the  book,  we  are  reminded:  This  is  not 
an  exit."  Even  if  Patrick  didn't  commit  all 
these  crimes,  so  what?  Others  have;  others 
will.  AmericanPsychois  a  hot-blooded  comedy 
that  leaves  a  chill  in  its  wake.
